Had these been 
included, a rule-of-thumb measure of American inflation would 
have been simple. 


On the basis of March figures. American exports are averag­ 
ing $ 16,92 7,600,000 a year, and imports are running al $ 3 ,H I,- 
600,000 a year. 
Several things are significant about these figures. First, they 


are record-breaking. Even when discounted for inflation, they 
represent a larger portion of American production than ever 
occurred before in peace. Second, they are still rising. March 
exports rose I 5 per cent over February’s, and imports roar 2 
per cent.
